" Washington, March 18.—An 
order 


has been issued for the formation of a 
squadron of naval vessels to be sta- 
tioned at Hampton Roads. 


The squadron in the beginning will 


consist of five ships, all the best of 
their types. Two of them, the battle- 
ships Massachusetts 
and Texas, are 


withdrawn from the present North At- 
lantic fleet at Key West and Tortugaa. 


The formation of the new squadron 


was brought about by purely strategic 
considerations, although it appears 
from the nature of the force so far un- 
der orders to rendezvous at Hampton 
roads that this strategy is of a defen- 
sive nature. 


• 
In place of the cruiser New York the 


people of Key West will look upon the 
Brim outlines of the big monitor Puri- 


' tan, supposedly the most powerful ship 


in smooth water in the whole world. 
She will have to assist her on guard 
the double-turreted monitor Mlantono- 
mah and the monitor Amphitrite. 


The order in the end will result in 


the gathering of the pick of the North 
Atlantic squadron at Hampton roadH. 
The point is said to be the best stra- 
tegically on the Atlantic coast. It is 
almost centrally located and the ships 
from that point can reach any portion 
of.the coast in short order, which is re- 
garded as desirable, since no one can 
tell just where a flotilla of torpedo de- 
stroyers or a fast cruiser may turn up 
with hostile intent to attack a town. 


C'oiiumuuler Not Selected. 


It is announced that the commander 


of the new squadron has not yet been 
selected, aud pending that selection or 
the arrival in port of Admiral Sicard, 
it is expected that Captain Higglnson, 
the commander of the battleship Mas- 
Bachusetts, and the senior officer, will 
hold the command of the squadron. 


Remaining at Key West after the de- 


parture of tue Massachusetts and the 
Texas, Admiral Sicard will still have a 
,fleet of his own In numbers, when the 
•pectacle will be presented of a fleet 
and a squadron on one station, some- 
thing not.saen since the civil war. 


IB the further statement from reliable 
sources that Spain has made it clear to 
the authorities here that intervention 
may lead to war, 


The prospects of such intervention 


appear to he seriously entertained by 
Spain, and 
strong efforts have been 


made to avert it by showing that the 
condition of the reconcentrados did 
not warrant the step, and also that it 
would threaten to end all prospects of 
further pacific negotiations. 


ALLIANCE AD7QOATED. 


An EuRlUh Admiral Says It Would Iiu- 


ineusely Develop Trade. 


London, March 18.—In an interview 


Rear Admiral Lord Charles Beresford 
warmly advocated an Anglo-American 
alliance as a move in the direction of 
peace and calculated to immensely de- 
velop trade. 


"Such an alliance," he added, "is nat- 


ural, and I believe the mere fact of its 
conclusion would deter others from at- 
tacking any-inadequately defended in- 
terests of either country. 


"A decade hence, when, if she desires, 


the "United States can have become a 
first-class naval power, and will per- 
haps have adopted the policy of free 
trade, it might not be worth her while 
to undertake the responsibilities of an 
alliance with Great Britain. 


"When America has built her navy 


she will be in a position to enforce her 
demands, which will not take her long 
now, with her enormous latent resour- 
ces and mechanical and engineering fa- 
cilities. 


"An Anglo-American alliance would 


he the most powerful 
factor in the 


world for peace and the development 
of commerce." 


Speaking of the possibilities of the 


United States going to war, Lord Beres- 
ford remarked: 


"If she ever does, no matter what 


may happen at the beginning, she must 
eventually win because of the enthusi- 
asm and intense patriotism of her peo- 
ple."

Now Jersey's fleeting supremacy in the 


American Whist Icuguu challenge series 
was succeeded by a big surprise, tho utter 
annihilation of tho Park club's hopes by 
tho American Whist club of Boston. In 
tho match for the leii^uo trophy played at 
Plainfleld, N. J., American defeated Park 
by tho overwhelming su:>re of 84 to 11. 
American's margin of '3'! tricks was un- 
usually largo for a championship gome, 
and her record of only 11 tricks lost iu 48 
deals against a team of Park's caliber was 
extremely creditable to New England 
whist. It was a game between long suitors 
pure and simple. Park and American 
played in exactly tho same style, so far as 
conventions go, but American's skill was 
distinctly superior. The result is addi- 
tional evidence of the fact that system has 
little to do with the scores of matches be- 
tween strong teams. Tho play's tho thing 
that counts. It seems that American's 
superiority was shown chiefly in the man- 
agement of trumps. Tho Bostonians al- 
ways led trumps just when they ought, 
and, when they ought, refrained. 
In this 


respect they appeared to bo endowed al- 
most with second sight. On one deal they 
made a substantial gain by refusing to 
lead trumps even when a cross ruff was 
running against them. Such judgment as 
they displayed in this and similar situa- 
tions is rare indeed. It was partly good 
fortune, Of course, that they "hit it right" 
all tho time, but good fortune gracing 
skill and experience of the highest order. 


One of the deals in tho American-Park 


match is appended. It is not extraordinary 
as an example of play, but is valuable as a 
lesson in the handling of n difficult situa- 
tion by experts. In tho diagram Ameri- 
can is North and South and Park East 
and West. - The 8 of hearts is turned 


j North, and East has tho opening. The 


winning card in each trick is underlined 
and the card beneath is led nest.

this deal was played the Park player sit- 
ting South tit this point put in another 
Bi^iull trump, was, of course, overtrumped 
Went, and had tho pleasure of losing his 
king of diamonds to East's (i of trumps 
on the seventh trick—that is, the Ameri- 
cans at the other table made one more 
trump each than the Parks did in the il- 
lustrated play, and American gained two 
tricks on the deal. 
It was the manage- 


ment of trumps on this deal, as in so many 
instances in tho match, that gnvo Ameri- 
can the advantage. South must try to stop 
the ruff with hia king of trumps. Putting 
in a small one is "sending a boy," which 
even the whist novice soon learns to avoid, 
and it is surprising that one of the crack 
Park club men should commit this ele- 
mentary error. However, he did, and no 
less obvious mistakes are made in impor- 
tant matches every day. 


Tricks 7 and S.—Out come two rounds 


of trumps, and the enemy's teetli arc 
drawn. 


For tho rest, it is easy for North and 


South to make their trumps separately 
and bring in the king of diamonds, which 
is all they can do.

Speaking of luck at duplicate whist, I 


have always held that it does exist in a 
certain way to a great extent. 
One can 


have good and bad hands at duplicate as 
well as at "straight." The good hand for 
a duplicate player is the one that favors 
his style of play. The bad hand is tho one 
that "works wrong." If both sides use tho 
same system, the-; is scarcely any luck at 
all in the opening of hands, but it comes 
in later in the development just the same. 
Situations frequently arise where the 
player must guess, just as ho has to do 
more or less in the opening unless he is a 
strict follower of rule. 
Of course this 


guesswork is not blind. 
It is based in 


principle, but the indications afforded by 
the previous play afford no sure guide to 
the best continuation. 
Hero tho element 


of luck enters. At the samo time it must 
not be forgotten that the "luckiest" player 
in such situations is ho who possesses the 
greatest judgment and perception. A poor 
player will sometimes giiess better than a 
fine one, but not very often. 
. Two of our strong Boston teams a few 
days ago played a match in which team 
No. 1, say, beat team No. 2 by 22 tricks— 
26 to 4. 
Now, theiw identical teams had 


met only throe weeks previously with tho 
result—25 to 18—is favor of team No. 3.
